When Cecil Lancaster left Wilmington to go 
to another community, this paper hoped that it 
would be the last that would have to be written 
about him.

The purpose of writing letters, from the state 
to Selectmen, is that in most of the towns in this 
State there is no high priced business executive, 
who gets his pay raised by the Selectmen, for doing 
such excellent work. The Selectmen of East Osh- 
Kosh, to name a town, have to be notified, and the 
state recognizes this, in its letters, 

But with a high priced executive, getting over 
$10,000 a year - do we adopt the East OshKosh 
excuse aS a valid reason for not knowing what 
is going on? 

Lancaster went with Representative Tanner to 
the hearing, Tanner says this, Lancaster knew of 
the proposals. The report came across his desk, 
in a book that reports the doings of the legislature. 

It would seem that Mr Lancaster didn’t have 
the curiousity to open that book, and find out what 
happened, 

Mr Tanner says that Lancaster knew. Mr. Tanner 
is known as Mr Integrity, in the State House.

had recommended a sixty foot right of way. They 
felt that four lanes, each 11 feet wide, was the

There is a lot to be said for this, Lowell St- 
reet will eventually have to be constructed at this 
width, 

But did the Selectmen give all the information 
they had to the citizens? Have the Selectmen, for 
instance, had any letters from industrial companies, 
on the subject, and doesn’t that come under the 
heading of information? Just to say that the 
Street is going to be forty-four feet wide, and 
with sidewalks it will be sixty feet wide, and to 
arouse antagonism, doesn’t quite fill the bil! of 
‘information’, 

And there are still other points - some of 
which were discussed in the ‘hearing’. : 

This proposal will leave Lowell Street the 
type of bottleneck that Wilmington Square would 
have enjoyed had the proposals for Urban Renewal 
been accepted - just as they were. There will be 
a bottle neck at each end. 


It means, too, a lot of expenses that the town - 


might be able to forego, if it exercises a little 
patience, 

A Chapter 90 project on Lowell Street would 
last three or four years, It would not bea job 
that would be done, and over with, Salem Street, 
not as wide, took three years for about the same 
distance, 

If the town were to wait a few montlis, before 
jumping to the decision, it might very well be that 
NASA would locate somewhere north of Wilmington, 
on Route 93, This, with the increase of traffic which 
is due to come when the Boston end of 93 is com- 
pleted, will mean that the State and Federal eng- 
ineers wil! have to take cognizance of the need 
for a full clover-leaf at 93. 

When that day arrives - and it might not be 
too far in the future - the State will have to widen 
Lowell Street, as one of the approaches to the 
clover leaf, Not only would the state then be pay- 
ing for the paving, instead of the town, for Lowell 
Street, but, what could be more important, the 
State would also have to pay for the land takings. 

As things now stand, if the Selectmen’s pro- 
posals are carried out, the town will have to pay 
for the land takings, and considering the tempers 
of the people on that street, such landtakings could 
be a costly proceedure, 

It would seem that a lot is to be gained, and 
nothing lost, if we wait a year or so before taking

This committee exists for the purpose of con- 
ducting independent studies on the proposed ex- 
penditures of the town, As such it is valuable.

both can inform the Finance Committee members of 
their own viewpoints, 

Persons who are sponsoring any particular leg- 
islation or article for the Annual Town Meeting 
Should be certain to attend - or they may possibly 
get a negative response as a reply to their lack of 
interest, 

The people of Wilmington can well be pleased 
at the fact that the Finance Committee is anxious 
to have voters attend the hearing, Perhaps some 
of the citizens may see fit to do this.

It is Cardinal Cushing’s object- 
ive to enlist enough lay people, 
both men and women, to permit 

maller classes during religious 

-@oatruction, and to relieve the 
heavy burdens of the sisters who 
in addition to teaching full-time 
in parochial schools and other. 
Catholic schools are also frequent- 
ly engaged in teaching religion to 
the youth and children who attend 
public schools, 

The Methods Course will be
